Commonly they ſollow'the Geneva Margin, es 
thoſe Sea-men who underſtood not the Compaſs crept a long the Shore. Byt 
I hear they rhreaten a /ecoudEdition,and in the iftterim thruſt forth a paultry 
- Catechiſm, which expounds Nine: Commandements, and Eleven Articles of 
the Creed, Of late they are much-in 'love with grey La 'becaule.( if

Beads, if he: might have a'Set made of all Diamonds : This, 
this is-it which:tempts himto ſuch-mad Articles. againſt : the Zoyal Clergy ,

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whom he dreſſes as he would have them appeer; juft 2s the Bellad cf Dr. 
Faxſtus brings forth the Devil in a Friars weed. He aecuicd one Miniſter , 
for ſaying che bleſſed Virgin was the Mother of God, ('Cex:lo'x©-', as the 
Ancients call her. ) Another he charged for a common Drunkard, whom 
all the Country kyuows has drunk nothing but Water theſe.26 yezrs. Buc the 
Aſſembler himſelf can drink Widows Tears though their husbands are not 
dead. Sore, if Paracelſuſ?s Dottrine were true, ( that ro ear creatures alrve 
wilt perpetuate may?s life )) the Aſſembler were imortal, for he 1wallows quick 
Men, Wives, and Children; and devours Lives as well as Livings, as if he 
were born in that Pagan Provmce where None might marry till he had 
Killed twelveChriſtians. This makes him kneel to Lieutenant General Crome: 
wel ( as Indians to the Devil; ) for he ſaw how Oliver firſt threw--—-, then--- 
and can with a wink doas much for---: Like Milo in the Olympicks, by 
praQtiſing on a Calf grew ſtrong enough for a Bull, and could with caſe. 
give a lift toan Aſſe. The great Turk was ſending his Ambaſſador, to.con- 
gratu'ate the Aſſemblies Proceedings againſt the Chriſtians, He Ordered them 
Thanks for Licencing his Alcorar to be printed in- Engliſh; but hearing.

This made him curſe Dr, Steward, Dr. Laney and Dr. Hammen 
ard had he rot had more Braſs in his Face than in his Kitchin, he ha 
hangd himſelf at Urbridze, andended with that Treaty, For he has naught 
of Logick, but her'clutcd jj? and raii's at Philoſophy as Beggars do at Gen- 
tlemen. He has very bad lack when he deals in Phzlologre, as 02c of them 
( ard that no mean man) who in his preface to the Reader, ſayes, that St. 
Paul bad read Enſtathius upon Homer, though the Apoſtle dyed a thouſand 
years before Exſtathixs was born. The Aſembers Dyet 1s ſtrangely different, 
tor he dines wretchedly on dry Bread at Weſtminſter, four Afemblers for 13 
pence : Burt this ſharpens and Wh-rs-bim for ſupper, where he feeds gratis 
with his City-Landlord, to whom he brings a huge Stomach and News ;
